The document, Gov.- Cox said, 


showed by its preface that subscrip- 
tions were to be sought in excess of 
55,000; that the "quota" should ho 
soid, and that a minimum of $300,- 
000 was to be sought in cities the 
size of St. Louis, Cleveland and .De- 
troit. 


"Contrasting

ment from the republican national 
headquarters." Gov. Cox said, "wiih 
the statement Mr. Hays yesterday 
made under oath, I canaot believe a 
tingle word he says on the subject.

Peate Treaty Brings Europe 
Worse Woe Than War, Says Kahn 


EW 
YORK—That the general 


suffering in Europe since the 
cessation of the war is due 


more to the treaty of peace signed 
at Versailles than to the war itself 
is the conclusion of Otto H. Kahn. 
banker, who recenty returned from 
England, France and Italy. 


Instead of creating "peace," Mr. 


Kahn says, the treaty has merely 
created dissension among the coun- 
tries of Europe. 


The banker reached his views aft- 


er ma-ay talks 
with 
economists, 


bankers and statesmen. He said1: 


"Those -who 
framed 
the peace 


treaty of Versailles, while affirming 
and, 
I doubt not, intending allegi- 


ance to the hopes ar.d aspirations 
of the liberal opinion' of the world, 
have to a considerable extent nega- 
tived them in fact. 


Put Commerce Out of Joint. 


"Bartering and compromising and 


sowing needs of dissension among 
one another and of discord through- 
out the world, they have set up dis- 
positions which have resulted 
in 


leaving production, commerce, in- 
ternational intercourse, indeed the 
very conditions of existence, com- 
pletely out of joint in almost all 
of Europe east of the Rhine. 


"They have ignored what was 


among the most essential of all the 
elements involved in readjusting the 
world from war to peace, namely, 
the ..element-of -.pjjrc'tiisl economics; 


"They have''produced a treaty so 


little consonant with the realities 
that from the day of its promul- 
gation.-to this day it has been a con- 
tinuous object of controversy, erf 
readjustment, of interpretation of 
haggling *,nd whittling down, and 
has consumed the time, thought and 
energies erf ihe leading statesmen 
in the various conntries to the de- 
triment of domestic affairs. 


•"Solemnly proclaiming the prin- 


ciple of 
'seli-determination'' 
they 


have granted or. withheld it, accord- 
ing to their discretion. They have 
involved 
themselves 
in commit- 


ments of sovereignty, control 
or 


regulation throughout 
the 
world 


calling for military' and other ef- 
forts, the cost and burden of which 
go tieyond the present capacities of 
their respective nations and beyond 
the sanction of public opinion. 


"They injected into the matter-of- 


fact business of making peace with 
Germany—a 
business' which de- 


manded promptitude and finality— 
the complexities, delays and uncsr- 


tainties of a world-embracing cth: 
ical experiment that called for calm 
and detached and separate consid- 
eration and treatment,

and universally acclaimed 
concep- 


tion of an association of nations to 
maintain and strengthen 
interna- 


tional law and preserve peace, and, 
seeking to utilize it for unrelated 
purposes, have evolved an instru- 
ment largely divergent from that 
conception. 
"Thus and in other ways, instead 


of peace and settlement they have 
wrought displace and unsettlement. 


"It would be futile to discuss the- 


distribution of responsibility among 
the treaty makers for the sad dis- 
illusionment which the outcome and 
sequel of the' Versailles conference- 
brought to a world that stood readj 
and expectant 
to 
follow a lead 


worthy of the high inspiration whicl 
had actuated the people of the al- 
lied nations and America during the 
war. 


"It sounds paradoxical, bnt in a 


large sense, it is true that Europe 
for the past year hlas 'been suffer- 
ing less from the effects of the war

THE TRIBUTE ON COAL 


*\ rrADISON people are confronted today with one of the colt 
i»l realities of what it cost them in higher living to senc 
Irvine L. Lenroot to the senate two years ago. A leading Madi- 
son coal dealer announces that owing to the increased frelghl 
rates authorized under the Each-Cummins law it will be neces- 
sary to charge §2.25 a ton more for 'hard coal this winter. There 
you have it on just one of many items. 


When the Esch-Cummins law was under consideration Sen- 


ator La FoHette made a fight to have the government retain 
the railroads two years longer. That would give time to look 
into the matter. He pointed out with an array of statistics that 
have never been controverted that there would be no necessity 
for an increase of freight rates; that the government war rates 
^ ere high enough to meet conditions. 


But the servile press which has long been fed from the 


hands of the Wall street crowd set up a yelp for immediateiac- 
tion. We must return the roads to the railroad owners at once, 
they said. There must be no delay. And the atrocious Esch- 
Cummins bill was drafted to accomplish this purpose. 
The 


United States Government was made to write into the law, not 
only a 6 percent profit guarantee on the value of the roads, but 
on $8,000,000,000 of water stock besides. 


According to the best authorities the roads are worth about 


$12,000,000,000, but the interstate commerce commission, with- 
out the data for a complete physical valuation as would be re- 
quired by the Wisconsin railroad law, is forced to recognize the 
$8,000,000,000 of water. You must pay profits and increased 
rates on this also. 


To pay "guaranteed profits" there has been an increase o 


freight rates. It went into effect on Aug. 26. On hard coa 
alone E. J. Frautschi, a leading Madison coal dealer, estimates 
that it will cost an additional $2.25 a ton. 
Read his statemen 


in a local paper: 


"There will be an increase of at least $2.25 per tor: 


on all anthracite this fall, as a result of the 40 per cent 
increase on freight rates. AH hard coal is shipped by 
rail from the Pennsylvania mines. 
It would be no 


cheaper if shipped through the great lakes." 
Now you know, Mr. Voter, what it -costs you in dollars ant
